postwar boom days of 1946. Labor Day and the 
final Saturday brought half-million dollar bet¬ 
ting totals, the first two such handles in the 
history of the course. 

At the conclusion of four of the five minor 
track meetings, Tony Russo was showing the 
way to the jockeys with Mike Sorrentino, last 
season’s leader, in second position. Mrs. G. A. 
Saportas, Jr., who topped all the trainers a year 
ago, was out in front again with her closest rival 
being R. F. Duffy. 

Meanwhile Laurel and Pimlico made a num¬ 
ber of moves pointing toward the major fall 
season and all of them seemed to hold forth 
promise of better things for the horsemen and 
the public who support the game. 

The stakes schedules for the two tracks for 
the period from Oct. 10 through Nov. 16 is as 
follows:

Running of the Special on the final day of 
the meeting instead of on or near opening day, 
is a radical change of policy by the Maryland 
Jockey Club but it is believed that the later date 
may result in a much more representative field, 
since it will throw the race well back of a num- 
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ber of similar stakes in New Jersey and New 
York and give trainers a chance to point for the 
Special without missing any previous engage¬ 
ments. 

Both Laurel and Pimlico have announced 
sizable increases in overnight purse distribution 
in addition to stakes, and this doubtless will be 
good news to the many stables which normally 
patronize the state’s tracks. Laurel’s increase is 
a bit more surprising than that at Pimlico, since 
the course halfway between Baltimore and 
Washington will be conducting its entire meet¬ 
ing in opposition to Garden State Park. 

President John D. Schapiro is confident that 
Laurel’s policy of giving attractive purses will 
pay off and early indications point to the suc¬ 
cess of the policy. Numerous stables which in 
the past have skipped racing in Maryland are 
scheduled to be represented at Laurel this fall 
and this fresh talent should stimulate business. 
Calumet Farm is back in the state after an ab¬ 
sence of several seasons while such establish¬ 
ments as Dixiana stable. Brown Hotel Stable, 
Cherry Oca stable and strings trained by such 
well known conditioners as W. O. Hicks, 
Tommy Root and Clyde Troutt will add to the 
interest in fall racing here. 

Laurel also made a hit with horsemen and 
officials by installing the latest type of film 
patrol, one which provides not only pictures of 
the horses taken from each end of the stretches 
and on the turns but a side view photo of the 
home stretch, which aids stewards in determin¬ 
ing position of horses at the time of alleged 
fouls. Operators of Laurel’s film patrol believe 
they have worked out a way to reduce the 
amount of time between the taking of films and 
their showing to officials, which will be very 
helpful if it works out. 

Pimlico reports half a dozen acceptances to 
the Special at this early date and several addi¬ 
tional candidates probably will be in the run¬ 
ning well before the race. The Pimlico regular 
schedule of stakes will close on Oct. 15. 

There was considerable debate before the list 
of officials for the Marlboro meeting was ap¬ 
proved by the Racing Commission. Chief bone 
of contention appeared to be over the post of 
general manager and finally J. Fred Colwill, 
racing Secretary at Timonium and prominent 
as an official at numerous other tracks, was 
named to the post. 

D. Eldred Rinehart joined the Racing Com¬ 
mission officially following the close of the 
Hagerstown meeting. He had been president 
of that track but resigned to assume his place 
on the commission. 


Three Cousins Dispersal 

Announcement has been made of the 
minent dispersal of all Thoroughbreds owne^J 
by the Three Cousins Farm and partners ot 
Hyde, Maryland. This will take place at th^ 
Maryland Fall Sales, October 29th and 30th, 
which time about twelve mares and as many 
yearlings and weanlings will be offered. Th^ 
veteran stallion Pharanor will be retired to ^ 
life of ease and will not be sold, nor will 
Rhymer, which syndicate sire will continue 
stand at the farm as long as it remains in th^ 
present ownership.

These are sisters to the good Piston^ 
stakes winner Tuscany and are half-sisters 
the brilliant juvenile filly Princess Lygia. 

S. M. Pistorio owns a half-interest in these 
the farm.

The four hundred odd citizens of the State of 
l^aryland who backed Bill Schluderberg and 
associates in the bond selling drive which 
^^sulted in the purchase of the old fair grounds 
Timonium from the Maryland Jockey Club 
ast year can now sit back and relax in the 
^nought that the first major step in their under- 
^aking has resulted in the greatest State Fair 
^^tyland ever had. 

Months of planning and hard work on the 
part of President William F. Schluderberg, his 
^ssistant John M. Heil, the members of the 
^ance committee, executive committee, board 
directors, and superintendents of all depart- 
^^nts, resulted in a financially successful opera- 
^lon which was aided no little by the national 
upsurge in wagering which, at Timonium, 
^^ounted to something like a 30% increase 
a year ago. 

, Timonium’s racing can be dispensed with 
. in this article with the remark that Rac- 
Secretary Fred Colwills programs were well 
^ded and drew good support with no unfortu- 
^ate incidents to mar the entertainment of the 
thousands of fans who daily poured into the old 
plant on the York Road. Special feature races 
^ere held each day, one of these being in honor 
President-Emeritus Matt L. Daiger who prob- 
enjoyed the 1951 Fair more than any of

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the fifty odd which he has been associated with. 
Another honored the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, this a two-year-old condition race 
which was won by Edward B. Townsend’s Dese- 
folks. Ed Townsend who had bought the son of 
Chaldese from breeder A1 Smith at Timonium’s 
1950 yearling sale for $650, received a piece of 
plate from President Walter Edgar of the breed¬ 
ers’ organization. 

In the Horse Department, which was faced 
with the problem of using all its thirty odd box 
stalls for at least five different groups of horses, 
things got under way early with the Half-bred 
show being held Wednesday, August 29th. In 
this division of the Fair, entries were up on last 
year, the Peach Brothers, who have usually had 
things pretty much their own way, facing op¬ 
position from a number of new exhibitors in 
each class. Champion of the division was Mrs. 
Stewart Pratt’s Sudlicht a two-year-old chestnut 
gelding by *Nordlicht who went on to beat the 
Thoroughbreds for the Green Spring Valley 
Hunt Club Challenge Trophy for the Best Indi¬ 
vidual exhibited in the Hunter Breeding Divi¬ 
sion. Reserve honors went to the Peach Broth¬ 
ers on Mind Mill, a yearling colt by Psychic. The 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association Chal¬ 
lenge Bowl for the best Maryland-bred Half- 
bred went to the well balanced, good moving 
filly foal by Golden Vein, shown by Roland 
Scarff of Bel Air. Sydney W. Glass of West¬ 
chester, Pennsylvania officiated as judge of the 
Half-bred classes and also of the Thoroughbred 
division. 

It was unfortunate that some of the Thor¬ 
oughbred classes, particularly for mares and 
foals, suffered greatly from the current help 
shortage which made it difficult to find enough 
men to handle the show entries. The quality of 
the animals shown, however, was up to par 
throughout the show with the Peach Brothers 
appearing in an unexpected role as exhibitors 
of the Champion Thoroughbred, a grey yearling 
filly by Ginobi out of Golden Per, by Perchance, 
which filly also took the award for Best Thor¬ 
oughbred Bred by the Exhibitor. Reserve Cham¬ 
pion Thoroughbred was Elray Farm’s chestnut 
yearling colt by Director J. E. out of Stingaree, 
by Oceanic, which won for his breeder, Ray 
Bryson, the honor of holding the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Challenge Trophy for the Best 
Maryland-Bred Thoroughbred in the show. The 
Peach Brothers won the Elderkin Challenge 
Trophy for the Best Thoroughbred Foal with 
a daughter of Shadows Pass and the Kerry 
Patch mare First Girl. Boxthorn Farm at Bel 
Air furnished the winning broodmare in Saun¬ 
tering, a daughter of Sortie, while the stallion 
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class was an easy win for C. E. Tuttle’s Armored, 
by *Sir Gallahad III. The mare and foal class 
went to Stuart S. Janney’s Skysail, by *Donna- 
cona, who had placed second to Sauntering in 
the broodmare class, and her b.c. by the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup winner Peterski which had won 
his own class. 

Friday, August 31st saw the stabling and 
show ring turned over to Mrs. Dean Bedford 
and her Equitation Show which was judged by 
Mrs. Margaret Cabell Self and Mrs. Verl Sturgis 
Crew. Classes were somewhat different from 
what they had been in the past with riders di¬ 
vided on the basis of age and ability, all groups 
drawing large and enthusiastic entries. Cham¬ 
pion rider was Mickey Hopkins of Bel Air who 
took home both the Bowling Brook Farm Tro¬ 
phy for non-jumping classes, and the Holly 
Beach Farm’s award for the jumping section. 
Pat Clark was runner-up for the former and 
Sandra Scarff for the latter. Other winners in¬ 
cluded Sydney Gadd, Audrey Rickey, Cynthia 
Graffam, Molly Wiberg, Pat Gorrell, Joyce 
Richardson and Linda Lee Kirsch. 

With light horses out of the way, draft horses 
and ponies commenced to fill the barns Septem¬ 
ber 1st with the 4-H Fitting and Showing Con¬ 
test the feature activity of the day. The Balti¬ 
more County team of Scott Chrysler and Mack 
Coffman, both of Reisterstown, beat the boys 
from Howard and Frederick Counties to retire 
the Challenge Trophy, presented by the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association some years 
ago. This trophy is one of Calvin Roy Kintsler’s 
models of a Percheron which has now been won 
three times by the Baltimore County group since 
1947. 

Sunday, September 2nd, saw the first church 
parade ever held at the State Fair, this well at¬ 
tended affair being highlighted by the music of 
the Twenty-ninth Division Band of the Na¬ 
tional Guard, and an address by the Assistant 
Chief of Chaplains of the U. S. Army. Unfor¬ 
tunately, rain to some extent interfered with 
the parade of 4-H Club floats held during the 
afternoon, though thirty-seven well planned ex¬ 
hibits turned out. 

With the rain out of the way and Labor Day 
cool and pleasant, it was a sure bet that a large 
crowd would be on hand, and so it was, with 
an official count of 68,000, constituting a near 
record. 

Every corner of the old Fair Grounds was full 
to capacity but none drew more interest than 
the Horse Show Ring with its long line of 
bleachers well shaded by the trees, wherein John 
MacAllan was adjudicating among the fine 
group of Percherons. In this breed once again 
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Billy Page’s entries from Buckeystown romp^^ 
home with both Grand Championships, 
Degas taking the stallion award over Masten 
Long’s Blackel, and Melrose Annette toppipS 
Clarence Pearson’s winning three-year-old Wi^^' 
nie Degas, for the mare award. The nine ag^^ 
mares made a handsome group together in th^ 
ring. Other winning owners included 
Remsburg and Clarence Pearson. Visiting 
bers of the Maryland State Fair Board, luncheon 
guests of the Timonium management, had ^ 
ringside seat for the fine parade of horses a^ 
ponies which embraced all breeds from the tinf 
Shetlands to the mighty Clydesdales, and 
led by Joe Shirley, who drove Timonium’s Farin 
Queen Betty Enslow at the head of the proceS' 
sion in a road cart to which was hitched ^

Wednesday’s horse activities concluded with 
a first class light weight pulling contest which 
was won by the Michigan owned team of 
Charles Roehl and Sons, from Smith Creek, who 
won over nine other teams from Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. 

Heavy rains Wednesday night and Thursday, 
September 6th, caused the judging of the Cross¬ 
bred ponies, with Miss Shearer again officiating, 
to be held under rough conditions; under the 
shed at the stables while it was raining, up and 
down the road part of the time, and finally in 
the ring for the championship. Here Country 
Doctor, a two-year-old bay gelding by the Mc- 
Donogh School Arab Billy Hal, out of a Cross¬ 
bred Welsh pony mare won the Championship 
for Clinton T. Pitts of Towson, and later beat 
both Welsh and Shetland Championships to 
take the supreme award of the Fair. Reserve to 
the Country Doctor was Farnley Farm’s Farnley 
Hollandaise. Olney Pony Farm’s well known 
Chickery Chick and Barbara Shipley’s Dutchess 
won the two divisions of the broodmare classes. 
Five Springs Farm’s very good brown filly by 
The Greyhound’s Chief, beat Alden Hopkin’s 
Limerick Lace III in a very strong filly foal class. 
The Welsh Champion was adjudged Reserve to 
Country Doctor in the supreme award. 

The rains having ruined all possibility of the 
pulling contest being held on the race track, it 
was transferred to the small show ring and never 
was the point that these contests drew a keenly 
interested crowd more clearly demonstrated. 
Spectators were packed ten deep around the 
ring, were up in the trees, on the roofs of barns, 
and crowded trucks pulled up in the background

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to give them a view. The contest was a crack¬ 
ing good show and was well handled by Judge 
A1 Vanderlaan of the Michigan State College 
with the superintendents of the Draft Horse 
Division at Timonium, Dean Bedford and Joe 
Shirley, representing the Fair, while Chairman 
Ike Shepherd of the Maryland Pulling Contest 
Committee also served as Steward. Beyond 
question, a new state record would have been 
set had not an ill advised photographer set off 
a flashlight bulb almost at ground level some 
dozen feet in front of Jim Eckles’ team, which 
paused enough for the traction on the dyna¬ 
mometer to cease and ruin their chances. The 
4,032 lb. team finished second ultimately in the 
contest to the Michigan entry of Charles Roehl 
and Sons whose Prince and Cub, eighty-year-old 
Belgians weighing 3675, came on to Maryland 
after beating the former world s record team in 
Michigan this summer. Jack Horn of Taney- 
town was top ranking Marylander with his 
3720 lb. team. 

Friday, September 7th saw an innovation at 
Timonium in the Children’s Fitting and Show¬ 
ing Contest sponsored by the Saddle Acres Pony 
Farm of Mrs. Murray Clark. This was a most 
interesting affair with each youngster drawing 
the name of a pony out of a hat and then hav¬ 
ing to clean, braid, prepare and show the pony 
in the ring. Judge Joseph Whitney Shirley had 
a hard job to do to separate this fine bunch of 
kids when not less than ten appeared in each 
of the three age divisions. In the "under eight” 
section, Allan Amoss nosed four-year-old 
Charles Treadwell with four-year Dorea Ortyn- 
sky just beating her sister for third award. In the 
"eight to twelve” division, Mary T. "Tizzy” Iliff 
led over Mary Claire Treadwell in a photo finish 
with Bonnie Day third, and Marjorie Green¬ 
field, who had done a wonderful job despite 
the fact that her left arm was in a sling due to 
a broken collarbone, was fourth. Among the 
twelve to sixteen-year-olds, Terry Drury, vet¬ 
eran of many a horse show, beat Susan Archer, 
Catherine Foster, and Joan Weisman. Mrs. 
Clarke presented each winner with a riding whip 
while second and third awards were curry 
combs, halters, brushes, etc. This affair attracted 
so much interest that no doubt it will be ex¬ 
panded next year. 

Concluding event on the horse program was 
the very successful sale of ponies of all ages 
sponsored by the Maryland Pony Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation. Despite the fact that there were more 
weanlings and yearlings than the market could 
really absorb and that there was a dearth of 
ponies ready to be ridden by children imme¬ 
diately which was what most of the people 
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wanted, the sale grossed $5,820, the thirty-on^ 
ponies sold averaging $187.00. Every one oj 
these represented a bona fide sale and beyond 
doubt many were really bargains at the 
The breeders who took a beating in this initial 
sale on some of their pure-bred youngsters wiH 
unquestionably benefit in the future by the 
that there will be a great many satisfied buyefS 
as a result. 

The Fair wound up Saturday with the Presi' 
dent passing around to his staff the welcom^ 
news that all records had been shattered ana 
that over three and a half million dollars ha^l 
gone through the mutuel machines in the ten 
days of racing at the Fair. The management con¬ 
cluded proceedings with a barbecue given fot 
all employees in the Judging Pavilion after the 
last race was run.

National Racing Museum 

The long talked of National Museum of 
Racing finally came into being and was offi¬ 
cially opened at Saratoga during August. Sit¬ 
uated in the famous Congress Park at the resort, 
the museum is presently located in one large 
attractive room packed with fine paintings and 
a great array of silks, shoes, bits, trophies and 
other racing memorabilia. President C. V. 
Whitney and his associate in the matter, E. J. 
Rousouic, are to be heartily congratulated on the 
success of the museum. Through the meeting 
750 persons a day visited it. 
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New Commission Chairman 

As briefly mentioned in our last issue Gov¬ 
ernor McKeldin has accepted the resignation 
which H. Courtenay Jenifer, chairman of the 
State Racing Commission, offered him more 
than seven months ago. 

At the same time he named Frank Small, Jr., 
veteran and highly respected commission mem¬ 
ber and Republican political leader in Southern 
Maryland, as the new chairman. 

Mr. Jenifer, a commission member since his 
original appointment in 1943, and chairman 
since 1949, will continue on the board until 
the expiration of his six-year term in 1953. 

He submitted his resignation to Governor 
McKeldin in late December before the new 
chief executive had been inaugurated. 

At that time, Mr. Jenifer said he thought it 
advisable that a governor should select the heads 
of his commissions and boards and wanted Gov¬ 
ernor McKeldin to ’’feel free to name the head 
of the State Racing Commission.” 

The letter also included an offer of continu¬ 
ing co-operation both with Governor McKeldin 
and with the new chairman of the commission. 

In accepting the resignation. Governor Mc¬ 
Keldin said, in part: 

"I appreciate the co-operation and assistance 
you have given me in the chairmanship and I 
am very happy that you are able to continue 
as a member of the commission. . . . 

"Yours has been, and I am sure will con¬ 
tinue to be, an excellent and unselfish service to 
your State which I appreciate to the fullest de¬ 
gree.” 

Mr. Small, Prince Georges county banker and 
business man, has served with the commission 
since 1937, when he was appointed by the late 
Governor Nice. 

He was made chairman by former Governor 
O’Conor in 1942 after Chester F. Hockley, presi¬ 
dent of Davison Chemical Corporation, asked 
to be relieved of the post because of the pressure 
of war-production demands. 

The Democratic O’Conor administration re¬ 
tained Mr. Small in the chairmanship in 1943, 
and six years later former Governor Lane re¬ 
appointed him to the commission to serve under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Jenifer. He is now 
serving as President of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Racing Commissioners. 

The term of the new chairman—who now 
has functioned under four State administrations 
—expires in 1955. 

Another change in the makeup of the com¬ 
mission occurred in August when Governor 
McKeldin named D. Eldred Rinehart, of Wash¬ 
ington county, to succeed Wilbur R. Dulin. 


Mr. Dulin’s term ran out June 1, but he 
agreed to continue to serve until his successor 
was named. 

Governor McKeldin had said he would make 
the Rinehart appointment after the Hagerstown 
Fair Association’s half-mile track meet was held* 

Mr. Rinehart, Republican leader in the coun¬ 
ty, served as president of the fair association and 
was responsible for the "New Hagerstown.” 

Maryland's N.A.T.B. Scholarship 
Winner 

T. C. Herbst, Jr., Rt. #2, Smithsburg, Wash¬ 
ington County, Maryland is the recipient of the 
first scholarship awarded by the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Thoroughbred Breeders at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. He comes from a 99 acre 
general farm on which potatoes and grain crops 
are produced. Steers and swine are also fed oin 
as a part of the farm operations. 

Young Herbst graduated from the Hagers¬ 
town High School in June 1951 with a standing 
of 27th in a class of 348. While in high school 
he was enrolled in the Future Farmers of Amer¬ 
ica for 4 years. He was a member of the FFA 
beef judging team which won second place i^^ 
the state-wide contest in Frederick in 1947. 
1949-50 he was a member of the team which 
won the contest in parliamentary procedure i^^ 
Washington County. In 1950 he was a member 
of the team of the swine fitting and showing 
team which won first place at the Hagerstown 
Fair. Also in 1949-50 he won State Farm Bureau 
FFA project awards as follows: first in potatoes, 
second in swine and second in the diversificn 
class, which includes all projects. The following 
year, 1950-51, he did even better by winning 
4 first places; potatoes, beef, swine and diversi' 
fied. 

Herbst has been active in his local chaprc^^ 
starting off as reporter in 1949-50. The p^^^ 
year he served as treasurer of the Jonathan 
Hager chapter as well as vice president of the 
Washington County FFA Federation. He re¬ 
ceived the Maryland Farmers Degree in I95b 
and was elected Treasurer of the Maryland AS' 
sociation of the Future Farmers of America. 

He has been admitted to the University 
Maryland and will enroll in the College 
Agriculture in September 1951.

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Successful Saratoga

. The reason, or one of the reasons, that tradi- 
^|ons grow up about racing is that, compara- 
it stays put. There’s change, of course. 
Usually a slow change, and the roots to the 
so to speak, do not get yanked out. It is a 
^^adition at Churchill Downs to have the band 
that piece when the Derby field comes out.

^ comparatively young tradition, and one 
filch I observe with increasing interest, is the 
^rial, every July, of Saratoga. When this first 
^tarted I was more or less a mourner, because 
, fi^e the track and the town. But now I go to 
, funeral with enjoyment, because I know 
isn’t any corpse in the coffin. 

This funeral has its special years. When pari- 
Utuels were put in in New York, Saratoga 
buried with unusual ceremony. When dur- 
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ing the war the meeting was moved to Belmont 
Park there were unusual ceremonies again, be¬ 
cause it was obvious that the meeting would 
never get back upstate. This year, when the 
gambling inquiries made it impractical to let 
the wheels spin at the night spots, Saratoga got 
unusual ceremonies for the third time. 

Perhaps it deserved unusual ceremonies, for 
the corpse was unusually vivacious. It is per¬ 
haps late to say that attendance was up by about 
16,000 people, and the betting was up by three 
beautiful millions, which, from the track’s 
standpoint, is $150,000, because Saratoga gets 
5 per cent, as opposed to 4 per cent downstate. 
Only one all-time attendance record was 
broken, but if the meeting had opened and 
closed a week earlier some more would have 
gone. As it was, the first eighteen days showed 
gains, the last six showed losses. There was no 
falling off of interest; people vacationing in 
the area had just gone home. 

On the score of racing, as usual, the most 
significant doings were among the 2-year-olds. 
At the end of them honors, but not money, 
were about equally divided between Greentree 
Stable’s Tom Fool and Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Cousin. Tom Fool won three straight at the 
meeting, beating Cousin once. Cousin won two 
in succession there, the Flash and the Special, 
and then was beaten by Tom Fool. This brought 
them up to the Hopeful Stakes on a somewhat 
even plane, though Tom Fool went off at 3 to 4, 
with Cousin at 6 to 5. As you no doubt know. 
Cousin made off with $51,700, or more than 
first money in any two other races at Saratoga, 
and now appears to be the horse to beat for 
the Futurity. But, irrespective of money, the 
private score between the two colts is one-all. 

Cousin, which cost Vanderbilt $20,000 as a 
yearling, is by the French * Priam II, out of the 
Busy American mare. My Auntie, which was 
sixteen years old when he was foaled, and had 
produced The Doge and John’s Joy, as well as 
several minor winners. He is nominated for 
virtually everything, as far ahead as the Ma¬ 
turity Stakes of 1953. 

Tom Fool, which thus far has confined his 
efforts to his four starts in Saratoga, is half- 
brother to a filly which Maryland saw last year, 
Aunt Jinny, the Selima winner. He is by 
Menow, which Tom Fool’s breeder, Duval 
Headley, trained for his uncle, Hal Price. Green- 
tree bought him privately, and the price has 
been reported all the way from $20,000 to 
$40,000. 

Even without Cousin, the Vanderbilt stable 
led a fairly active life, winning nine other races 
with seven different horses. Of most interest 
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to the stable, certainly, was Bed o’ Roses’ first 
appearance since she was injured in the Ma¬ 
turity Stakes at Santa Anita last winter. She 
wasn’t given much to do, in a six-furlong race 
against non-winners since April 1, but she did 
it quite nicely, and is apparently training 
successfully. 

Just before Bed o’ Roses won, the Vander¬ 
bilt stable had scored with the 2-year-old filly 
Query, a somewhat remarkably named daughter 
of Third Degree—Pansy. Bill Winfrey, though 
he has had marked success with the stable, has 
never been able to bring off a triple, which 
used to be called the "hat trick’’ in the days 
when five or six races made the card. But with 
two winners in and fairly strong entries in two 
of the remaining races, it looked like a fair 
chance he’d make it. Instead, the two horses got 
beat two noses, and to make it good the first 
of them. Color Guard, was beaten by Indian 
Land, owned and trained by Lee McCoy, who 
was the Vanderbilt trainer until three years ago. 
The other one was Newsbreak, which had won 
earlier in the meeting. So the triple is still to 
seek. 

Of the others, the most promising seemed to 
be First Refusal, a 2-year-old with a pedigree 
which will be familiar to anyone who has fol¬ 
lowed the Vanderbilt fortunes. He’s by Dis¬ 
covery—Balking, by Balko. He won two races, 
and in between them was a reasonable second 
to Tom Fool in the Sanford Stakes. So far he’s 
shown more Balking than Discovery, being very 
fast but not holding on very well in top 
company. 

Maryland could show two major successes in 
the steeplechasing field. The first of these was 
Rigan McKinney’s Banner Waves, which Janon 


Fisher bred at The Caves when Swing and Sway 
was standing there. He won the Shillelagh I 
Steeplechase Handicap from a field which in¬ 
cluded Oedipus, but he was getting an even 
twenty pounds from the latter. The other, Cher- 
well, winner of the North American, was from 
a familiar mold. His dam is Best by Test, which 
has given Joe Flanagan a series of winners, most 
of them steeplechase stakes winners. The earlier 
ones over the fences were Elkridge, Chesapeake, \ 
and Kennebunk, and if there is another mare j 
which has produced four stakes jumpers f | 
haven’t met her. ■ 

Pimlico Fall 'Chasing 

Nine steeplechase events, including the thir- | 
tieth running of The Manly with a boost ir^ | 
value to $10,000, will be a feature of the 18-day 
Autumn meeting opening at the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s Pimlico course on October 27- 
By this announcement President Milton A* 
Reckord, definitely dispelled any remaining im- | 
certainty over the future of this phase of the 
sport in Maryland. 

In 1950, steeplechasing was temporarily dis¬ 
continued at Pimlico while the sponsoring or¬ 
ganization was undergoing a reorganization 
which included the liquidation of its holdings 
in the Laurel and Timonium racing properties- 
Plans were also underway at the time for the 
rebuilding of Pimlico, now indefinitely pos^ ' 
poned due to governmental restrictions on this 
type of new construction. ' 

Steeplechasing was conducted at Pimlico this 
past Spring on a basis of agreement with Bel' 
mont and Delaware Parks which provided that I 
tracks offering the infield brush sport would not 
run these events in direct conflict. Under such

Laurel's Film Patrol

tion of a new type of film patrol at Laurel,

fall meeting gets underway on Wednesday, 
Cct.

Already the towers for the camera locations 
up and only finishing touches remain before 
they are ready to be used in a series of test 
tuns" prior to the meeting.

Camera equipment has arrived at the local 
bourse and technicians are setting up the ap¬ 
paratus, adjusting it and preparing for the tests 
to be made as horses work out before the meet- 
actually begins.

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Maryland Ends Greatest Harness 
Racing Season

Only four years ago harness racing on a big- 
time pari-mutuel basis was a thing of the fu¬ 
ture in Maryland. This year has seen the great 
four-track Maryland harness circuit burst into 
the spotlight of the Free State Racing scene, with 
a total mutuel handle for 1951 of $19,487,260 
for the four ovals, a gain of well over two and 
a half million dollars over 1950. 

Each of the four modern trotting plants in 
Maryland showed immense betting increases, 
as approximately 500,000 enthusiastic fans 
thronged the mutuel windows at the night har¬ 
ness racing plants to pour the most money in 
Maryland harness history through the groaning 
pari-mutuel machines. 

Ocean Downs Raceway, the resort harness 
track of the Free State, known as the "Santa 
Anita" of the trotting tracks because of its loca¬ 
tion in the midst of gorgeous natural scenery 
near the shores of the breezy Atlantic at Ocean 
City, Md., brought the season to a fitting climax, 
coming up with the hugest percentage gain of 
any of the tracks. 

The booming seashore oval showed a 28% 
gain in betting over last year, winding up its 
20 night meet with a mutuel total of $2,560,128. 
The Ocean Downs meet ended in grand style, 
as the final night of the session saw the track 
chalk up the highest single night handle in its 
history, $208,206. 

The crowd of almost 9,000 persons who were 
on hand for the finale of the Maryland trotting 
season was certainly the most distinguished of 
the year. 

Governor Theodore R. McKeldin of Mary¬ 
land, whose growing enthusiasm for the harness 
sport is attested to by the fact that he visited 
two of the Maryland harness tracks this year, 
was on hand for the season’s closer at Ocean 
Downs. He presented the beautiful President’s 
Cup Trophy to the winner of the final feature, 
Joe Hylan, who drove Spruce Up to a rousing 
victory in the headliner, taking the mile dis¬ 
tance in 2:05-4/5. Spruce Up, a 5-year-old bay 
horse by Follow Up, is owned by George R. 
Norris of Dundalk, Md. 

Other dignitaries who were present to see 
the season’s glorious climax were Mayor Thomas 
D’Alesandro of Baltimore; Dr. H. C. (Curley) 
Byrd, President of the University of Maryland; 
and James Bruce, former U. S. Ambassador to 
Argentina. At the special buffet luncheon held 
in the track executive offices in honor of 
the visiting dignitaries, both Governor Mc- 
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Kcldin and Mayor D’Alesandro expressed their 
enthusiasm for the growing sport, and their 
pleasure at the boom which it is enjoying in 
the Free State. 

But the successes of the other Maryland tracks 
this season were no less spectacular and augur a 
limitless future for the sulky sport in Maryland. 

The huge, super-modern $1,500,000 Balti¬ 
more Raceway enjoyed a 24% gain over its pre¬ 
vious and inaugural year. After setting a record 
handle for a track in its first season in Maryland 
in 1950 by ringing up a $4,286,425 mutuel total, 
the big Pulaski Highway plant came back this 
year to jump its 1951 total to $5,326,767. Gov¬ 
ernor McKeldin was also honored at the Balti¬ 
more Raceway, when a special "Governor’s 
Night" Program found him in enthusiastic 
attendance. 

Rosecroft Raceway, the swanky meeting 
place for the high society of the Nation’s Capital 
and the elite of harnessdom, ended its meet with 
a 10% increase. 

The modern million dollar plant situated 
literally on the doorstep of Washington, D. C., 
wrote finis to its 1951 season with a total mutuel 
play of $5,532,369. 

But the popular Laurel Raceway, Maryland’s 
oldest and pioneer harness oval, located midway 
between the two thriving metropolises of Balti¬ 
more and Washington, continued to lead the 
way in betting, amassing the biggest betting 
total of the four tracks with a final handle of 
$6,067,996, for an 11 (eleven) per cent gain 
over 1950. 

The most thrilling tale to come out of the 
Ocean Downs meeting, was the story of how 
Bill Fleming, who once trained and drove the 
fabulous Billy Direct with his father, (the im¬ 
mortal Vic Fleming), took Rosemary Brooke, 
a pacer (2:00-2/5) which everyone thought 
was a has-been, and brought her into such top 
form that she won three feature events in a row 
at the shore track. In one of the victories he 
steered the gallant mare to the winner’s circle 
in the fastest pacing time of the meeting, 
2:05-4/5 for the mile, which was only equalled 
by Joe Hylan’s Spruce Up on the final night. 
Rosemary Brooke, a seven-year-old, is owned by 
Mrs. Virginia McDonald of Washington, D. C. 

The fastest trot of the meeting was turned in 
by Belina Hanover, which Tom Lewis piloted 
over the mile route in 2.05-3/5. 

It was a photo finish in the competition for 
leading driver honors at the ocean oval, as 
Jimmy Cooke, youthful Harrington, Del. driver, 
and Homer Kelley, veteran reinsman from the 
K.C.K. stable of Salisbury, Md. tied for the hon¬ 


ors based on the Universal Driver Rating 
System. 

Jimmy boasted out of 31 starts, nine wins, 
seven seconds, and two thirds for a percentage 
of .437, while Homer Kelley hit the same pef' 
centage with 16 starts, five victories, three sec¬ 
onds and one third. 

Two handsome watches were awarded the 
deadlocked driving aces at the close of the meet 
by President James E. Douglas, of Nassawadox. 
Va., and General Manager Dick Case. 

There were several other reasons for rejoicing 
on the part of Maryland harness officials anh 
fans this season. 

Officials of the Ocean Downs track consid¬ 
ered it significant that this year’s $90,000 Ham- 
bletonian Classic at Goshen, N. Y., was won by 
Mainliner, which driver Guy Crippen, a vet¬ 
eran of the glittering Maryland Harness circuit, 
had prepped for the greatest trotting event 
the world during winter training at the Ocean 
Downs plant. 

Crippen, who drove Mainliner to victory 
both heats of the trotting classic against a field 
of 20 other top competitors, is remembered fn^ 
the records he set along the Maryland circun 
last year with the great Highland Ellen. He 
cirove Highland Ellen, a 7-year-old brown mate 
with a mark of 1:58-4/5, which ranks her aS 
the fourth fastest pacing mare of all time, 
two track and three state records in Maryland- 
In 1950 he drove the mare over the mile and a 
half distance in 3:13 at Laurel Raceway to take 
the $5,000 Laurel Cup and set a still unchal¬ 
lenged state record. At Baltimore Raceway la^^ 
season he drove Highland Ellen over the mfi^

^feonian. And the splendid job he did, in spite 
the fact that he had to keep track of 21

Now that the curtain has been lowered for 
^tiother year on the Maryland harness scene, of- 
l^cials of the four tracks are already plunging 
^nto plans for an even greater season in 1952. 
of the tracks are considering the possibilities

^^oundwork for greater trotting races next year.

1951 National Horse Show 

A total of 124 events, including 22 champion¬ 
ships, worth $31,777 in prizes, will be high¬ 
lighted at the 63rd National Horse Show to be 
held October 30-November 6 at Madison Square 
Garden by the all-civilian U. S. Equestrian team 
competing against foreign military jumpers in 
a preview to the 1952 Olympics. 

The culmination of the horse show season 
in the major championships settled at the Gar¬ 
den is matched by the opening of the New York 
social season amid traditional pageantry. Offi¬ 
cials of the National, with the prize list just 
mailed to 1,975 exhibitors throughout the coun¬ 
try, appear to have their hardest job in years 
to accommodate the best of the equine crop 
from an anticipated heavy demand. In each of 
the five-gaited, fine harness and young hunter 
classes, prizes have been increased, with minor 
changes in others. 

Women, who were on the U. S. team last 
year for the first time in international jumping 
history, and helped capture seven firsts and a 
total of 33 ribbons at Harrisburg and Toronto, 
as well as in the National Horse Show in New 
York, will defend U. S. honors against jumping 
teams from Brazil, Canada, Ireland and Mexico, 
with Argentina and Spain possible contestants. 

Stiff eliminations now being held at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, will determine the American 
team members, but Mrs. Carol Durand, Kansas 
City, did so well with Arthur McCashin, Plucke- 
min, N. J., on the 1950 team that she or other 
women—and men—are expected to make the 
U. S. squad. Mrs. Norma Matthews Lauer, the 
third member of the 1950 team, was recently 
defeated in the California Olympic tryouts by 
Miss Barbara Busch, 17, of Sacramento. The 
American team will give a dress rehearsel to the 
1952 Olympics at eight night and five matinee 
jumping battles at the Garden against the best 
that foreign teams can produce. 
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N.A.T.B. Directors Hold 
Summer Meeting 

Directors of the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders held their regular sum¬ 
mer dinner meeting July 28 at the Lafayette 
Hotel, Lexington, Ky. In making an informal re¬ 
port of his activities since the last directors’ 
meeting. President Jack W. Denis revealed that 
his club, the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, 
had decided to sponsor a scholarship at a south¬ 
ern university. The award winner will be selected 
by the TCT directors, will probably be a boy 
who intends to study veterinary medicine. This is 
the second NATB member organization to an¬ 
nounce a scholarship in a state which does not 
have an NATB award. 

When the directors hold their annual meet¬ 
ing in November, they may be able to announce 
a further expansion of the program for 1952.

In his informal report on the National’s ac¬ 
tivities during the past five months. Vice- Presi¬ 
dent-Treasurer Grant A. Dorland, Lexington, 
complimented the directors on the prompt re¬ 
sponse from their organizations during the so- 
called Hobby Bill fight. He also mentioned that 
the association had done some work in opposi¬ 
tion to Senator Langer’s bills which would pro¬ 
hibit the interstate transportation of Thorough¬ 
breds, etc. In addition, the NATB office has 
carried on the usual amount of corresponding 
with member and prospective member groups, 
has published and distributed two issues of the 
NATB NEWS, and has sent an annual sug¬ 
gestion to regular members regarding changing 
to "Active” status. The results of the latter are 
evident in the long list of new Active Members 
which is in this issue.

Maryland Fall Sales 
Entries Close October First 
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Mounted Cavalry Sought 

A sympathetic interest in a proposal to re¬ 
establish a nucleus of mounted Cavalry in the 
Army has been expressed by Representative 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), chairman of the House 
Committee on Armed Services. 

In a letter to Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, USA- 
Ret., the last Chief of Cavalry of the Army, 
Chairman Vinson said: 

"Certainly the thought has occurred to me 
that the day of cavalry has not passed, as I wit¬ 
nessed the activities of the Reds in Korea and 
saw the grave difficulties of the Army in the 
opening days of that war, in trying to operate 
off the roads with their mechanized equipment. 
* * * Experience is a harsh teacher. If the day 
of cavalry is still with us, as certainly it would 
seem to be in some areas of the world, I pro¬ 
foundly hope it will not take a military disaster 
or extended loss of American casualties to 
demonstrate this need." 

Chairman Vinson’s support was in reply to 
a letter General Herr had sent to him calling 
attention to the enthusiastic endorsement of the 
reestablishment of horse and mule pack outfits 
expressed at an informal meeting held recently 
in Washington, D. C. 

At that meeting, presided over by Col. John 
F. Wall, USA-Ret., there was general agree¬ 
ment that the following should be done: 

"Organization of adequate pack trains and a 
Cavalry Division. 

"Bring the horse back to ROTC units and to 
West Point. 

"The use of the horse for training in selected 
National Guard units. 

"To applaud the action of the Marine Corps 
in continuing in the use of the horse. 

Colonel Wall told at the meeting of a visit to 
Quantico where he saw a modest horse show put 
on by the Marine Corps. 

"It was one of the most commendable ex¬ 
hibits," he said. "Around 30 horses are main¬ 
tained at Quantico, and there isn’t one that isn’t 
over 17 years of age. These Marine officers have 
initiative. They teach equitation and they use 
the Philips Pack Saddle to transport the machine 
gun. These Marines are using what they have 
and they are doing a grand job. They have no 
public Lnds allotted for maintaining horses." 

General Herr told the meeting that in his 
opinion if Cavalry had been available after 
Inchon, remnants of the North Korean Army 
could have been destroyed, and the Chinese 
hordes would have been contacted and delayed 
and complete information as to their strength 
and movement reported to the commander. He 
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also quoted a letter from Maj. Gen. Hobart R* 
Gay, who had recently returned after comman^l' 
ing the 1st Cavalry Division in Korea, in which 
he expressed a belief that Cavalry would have 
been of great value in Korea. 

These are authentic extracts from statements 
of soldiers returned from fighting in Korea. Ah 
support the need of a mounted cavalry. 

1. ”If we’d had some cavalry, and some pack afthj 
lery, there wouldn’t have been such a bad defeat, 
know the 1st Cavalry Division took some bad losses 
from the Chinese Cavalry. The Chinese Cavalry 

all over us before we knew what had happened. They 
dismounted, and almost wiped out the 9th Infantry 
Regiment.” 

2. "Yes, Sir, the cavalry almost wiped out B Com* 
pany. We needed some cavalry and pack artillery* 
None of the boys ever believed that cavalry coui 
fight so well. We know it now.” 

3. "Yes, Sir, I saw the Chinese Cavalry. They 
wiped out one whole company of us engineers, 
they were all around us. It was a surprise to all o 
us to see how the cavalry could fight. Do we neen 
cavalry there? It sure would help, but I don’t want 
any part of Korea. We need mule artillery, too, 1^ 
cause we can’t get off the roads. Lots of times th 
Chinks could move cross country by horse or on for>^’ 
and get there before we could in our trucks, that ha 
to move on roads. Do I know anything about wba 
happened to the 2nd Division and the 1st Cavalty 
Division? Yes, sir, because I saw lots of boys ft^^ 
the 2nd Division, and they were as bad off as 
were in the 1st Cavalry Division. The 8th CavanV 
was almost wiped out and the rest of them wet 
beaten up bad. They fought better than anybody ^ ^ 
though. If we had horses we could do the same 

to the enemy. There were some old timers with 
and they told us that it was wrong for the cavaln 
to bunch up, and that they should fight dismount^j 
They did, too, and then got back on their horses 
caught us some place else.” . 

4. Sergeant-X: "I and all my buddies are convince 
that we made a huge mistake in not having ho^ 
cavalry and pack artillery in Korea. We couldn t ^ 
our guns up where they should go, many, many tilt' 
But pack, or horse drawn guns of slightly 


caliber, would have gotten up to any position.

of us are convinced that SOMEBODY back ho 
under Dept, of Defense jurisdiction, ought to 
taught the basic facts of life, particularly as to com 
in this day and age.” 

5. Sergeant-Y: "Artillery trucks bogged 
again and again, and men tried to move the 
by hand along the road. They didn’t have their art|^ 
lery when they needed it or where they needed 
Often, mounted men would get in rear of 
tillery positions, and decimate the batteries by 
action. The guns would be abandoned or destroy . 
because they couldn’t get through the mud, snow ^ ^ 
muck.

When Governor Theodore R. McKeldin pre¬ 
sented the Sheppard Challenge Trophy to Maiy 
Taylor (Tiz) Iliff at the Maryland State Fair 
at Timonium it was a fitting reward for a year 
of all-around achievement in the pony world by 
this small daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Charles Iliff 
of Arnold. 'Tiz" acts as her mother’s right hand 
in the operation of the Severn Oaks Welsh Pony 
breeding establishment and in the showing and 
handling of the stud’s exhibits at the fairs. She 
is also an accomplished young rider, breaking 
and training her own mounts and has shown 
real leadership in handling the other youngsters 
who aid her in the work and riding at Severn 
Oaks. 

Mary Claire Treadwell, of Forest Hill, Har¬ 
ford County, the runner-up for the award, which 
was presented by Lawrence Sheppard some five 
years ago, is well known to all visitors at 
Timonium, Bel Air and other shows. This young 
lady, still very small, can handle ponies under 
saddle and at the halter in a manner second to 
none. She acts as aide to Mrs. Murray Clark, 
whose Saddle Acres (Old Woman Who Lived 
In A Shoe) establishment has produced one 
winner of the trophy in Garland Amoss as well 
as a host of the best sporting kids of the horse 
and pony world. Mary Claire’s showing of her 
mounts in the ring at the Timonium Pony Sale 
added many a dollar to the return to their 
consignors. 

Off-Track Betting 

The perennial subject of off-course betting 
was approached in a hearing held before the 
Sub-committee of the Legislative Council in 
Baltimore early in September. The hearing was 
held as a result of the resolution directing the 
Legislative Council to examine the possibility 
of extending the race tracks’ wagering facilities 
to include betting shops to be operated in the 
City of Baltimore during the Maryland racing 
season. Strong opposition was voiced by repre¬ 
sentatives of all types of Maryland racing and 
all denominations of the Christian church. In 
view of the opposition developed it appears ex¬ 
tremely unlikely that the subject will receive 
much consideration from the legislators.

The pattern set by California’s 36% rise over 
its 1930 sale and Keeneland’s 37% was followed 
to an even greater extent at Saratoga where a 
48% increase over last year’s sale was achieved. 
In all, 299 yearlings sold for $1,632,600, an aver¬ 
age price of $3,460. Last year 320 yearlings 
brought $1,180,100 for an average of $3,688. 
While California buying, so important at Lex¬ 
ington, was entirely missing at Saratoga, with 
consequently less spectacular pricing, an in¬ 
crease in general quality of the offerings in some 
measure made up for this lack. 

Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., confounding all pre¬ 
conceived notions generally held by breeders, 
topped the entire sale with a chestnut colt by Jet 
Pilot out of Bourtai which brought $36,000, 
even though he had had no fitting for the sale 
and came up straight out of the Claiborne Farm 
pastures when his owner decided to disperse his 
Thoroughbreds at the end of July. This colt also 
suffered from being entered too late for cata¬ 
loguing in the preliminary volume and was sold 
on the last night of the sales in a generally 
medium class group of some 20 head. His top¬ 
ping the market proves the old adage that if 
you have horse enough the buyers will be there 
for him. Apparently the astute trainer James E. 
Ryan thought that he had horse enough. 

Labrot averaged $17,923 for the four he sent 
up, his closest rival being the Riddle Estate, 
who got an average of $12,133 for 13 head. 
Larry MacPhail’s 13 head from Glenangus aver¬ 
aged $7,747, an excellent figure considering 
their number. Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm 
which shared the sensational Friday night ses¬ 
sion with Glenangus had a truly remarkable 
average of $10,994 for 33 head. Country Life 
Farm’s 3 head averaged $3,367. Maryland mem¬ 
bers of the Occupy Syndicate were well pleased 
with the excellent response to the offering of his 
get at Saratoga.

While business conditions generally indicat¬ 
ed a possible increase in yearling prices at 
Keeneland, no breeder in his wildest imagina¬ 
tion dreamed of a 37% increase in the Keene¬ 
land Summer Sales which saw 388 yearlings 
bring $3,195,900 for an average of $8,273, sec¬ 
ond highest in the company’s history. 

It was the advent of California breeders en 
masse that led to the terrific price raise with 
C. S. Jones of Long Beach, California, paying 
$60,000 for a wonderful individual in the sister 
to Twilight Tear, a daughter of Bull Lea and 
Lady Lark. The return of Louis B. Mayer to the 
buyer’s ranks led to his acquiring thirteen head 
for $265,800. In all, 27 yearlings brought $25,- 
000 apiece or more, with Count Fleet topping 
the list of sires with 5 in this price bracket 
which included 7 fillies.

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Maryland Futurity, 1951 

With at least 30 winners available from a 
list of 190 eligibles, the Maryland Futurity to 
be run at Laurel on Wednesday, October 17, 
shapes up as one of the most wide-open re¬ 
newals of this stake for Maryland-foaled two- 
year-olds. The race is at six furlongs and worth 
$7,500. 

Alan T. Clarke s Jeannie C., a fast filly who 
won the Havre de Grace Breeders Stakes during 
the Pimlico spring meeting, is the lone perform¬ 
er with a chance to make a clean sweep of the 
series of four races in the state for home-bred 
juveniles. In addition to her eligibility for the 
Futurity, she is in the Pimlico and Bowie Breed¬ 
ers Stakes, which will be offered later in the 
year. 

However, judging from recent performances 
of many of the Futurity nominees in open com¬ 
petition at other tracks, the Clarke color-bearer 
will encounter stern opposition if she is seeking 
such a sweep of the Maryland series. 

Rated as stout prospects for the Futurity are 
the three-time winner Cinda, and such double 
winners as Blue Rhymer, For Rent, Lunation, 
More Better, Our World, Rehearser, Sara Nick, 
Stormy Ruth and Suze Sin. 

Others who have scored at least one victory 
include Acuity, Baggage Boy, Bully Bunting, 
Druid’s Lyrics, Finchhaven, First Verse, Inca, 
Joanny’s Jill, Madam Cross, Mae West, Master- 
son, Moon Dots, New Pomp, One Miss, Pinoc- 
chio. Singing Beauty, Stan’s Helen, Still Gay and 
Western Night. 

This will be the 21st running of the Futurity 
which last season was won by Mrs. S. M. Pis- 
torio’s Tuscany, recently a stakes winner at 
Monmouth Park.
